Ala., in an effort "to'depose Sheriff James 
Clark. Dr. Martin Luther' King, jr., told a Negro rally 
Wednesday night that the voter registration campaign 
was being broadened to bring pressure on Selma's white 
power structure to remove Clark. Negroes planned an- 
other inarch on the Dallas county courthouse today in 
addition to a boycott of 
white merchants. King said 
"things won't be right in 
Selma until Clark is re- 
moved. The snerirr has been 
mllltantly opposed to the de- 
segregation drive and has used 
cattle prods and nightsticks to 
disperse demohstratais. 

King said "the time Is getting 
near";Jar--nlght marches, which 
would be the first of his Alabama 
campaigns. He Indicated, how- 
ever, he was reluctant to take 
such a step except as a last re- 
sort.

A cli).sed-end Investment com- 
pany does not sujnd ready lo 
redMiu lUs -shares. Nor does It 
contliuioiisly offer new shares lor 
sale. If It did .those things it 
would be an open-end Invest- 
ment company — a Intituol fund. 

That's the basic difference be- 
tween closed-end investment 
companies ahd rmituaV funds. 
Shares of closed-end investment 
companies are traded on stock 
cxchanxon and In the over-the- 
counter market. Just as most 
atocks are traded. 

Many people (Including some 
who should know better) throw 
the words closed -end. Investment 
company, trust and fund around 
Interchangeably. 

But people In the closed-end 
Investment comf>any business 
would rather the word trust bo 
forgotten — or, at least, not used 
In connection with their opera- 
tions. 

Q. Why Ls It that, when a com- 
pany announces higher profits 
or an Increase In Its dividend or 
some other good news, the mar- 
ket price of lUs stock often drops. 
I have seen ihts happen to In- 
dividual stocks, time and.,..tlino 
again, on the very day a good 
announcement Is made. Wou\dn't 
you think that good ntfWa would 
send the mllrkei price of a stock 
up, or at lea.st cause It to stay 
put? 

A, You might thlnk-.'.Ko; -And 
that very often Is the result. But 
It Is not always the case. 

Ifou have come across that Is 
known In Wal) street as "selling 
on the good news." 

YOU see. an announcement of 
happy tidings about an Individual 
.stock very often is anticipated, 
well in advonce. Many people 
who follow the stock market 
closely ba.se their buying and 
selling decisions on more than 
official announcements from 
companies. 

When things are going well for 
a company the word gets around. 
People who expect good news will 
buy the -company's stock. "Hiey 
may do this 'long In advonce of 
any announcement by the com- 
pany. 

Then when the good news 
comes out It normally will brUIg 
In a flurry of buying from other 
people. Thot can send the price 
ot the stock up. And some who 
have been walling for the good 
news will sell. 

If there's -more selling than 
buying, the price of the stock can 
drop.
